1. The amendment filed December 13, 2004 has been entered. 

2. It is noted that, in the Office Action mailed September 10, 2004, the objections for claims 

2. 5-1 1, 13, 18 and 19 under "Allowable Subject Matter" should be corrected to claims 2, 5-7, 
11, 13, 18 and 19. 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on December 13, 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S.
